Livingston thought Staley was 
dead.

Turn yourself in, she said. 
That's what Livingston did. 

He went to Twin Falls police 
and told them what he could 
remember. The party. The walk. 

• The break-in. The beating. 

Rossi and Livingston were 
arrested the next day. 

Rossi faced aggravated bat- 
tery, rape, robbery and burglary 
charges. 

Livingston was charged with 
robbery. A police affidavit said 
Livingston punched Staley and 
took her ring. He pleaded guilty 
and was sentenced to five years* 
in prison. . . 

During Rossi’s preliminary ; 
hearing, Livingston testified 
that Rossi put a pillow over < 
Staley’s head and punched her 
several times, but he never saw 



Rossi rape her. 

Rossi’s case never made it to 
trial.. In a plea agreement with 
. prosecutors, he pleaded guilty to 
aggravated battery, robbery and 
burglary. The rope charge was 
dropped. 

Rossi still sits in the Idaho cor- 
rectional center in Orofino serv- 
ing a 30-year sentence. Rossi did 
not respond to a TimesJfeius let- 
ter requesting an Interview. . 

Staley’s family members 
never attended the court ses- 
sions. ' .

He was so haunted by the inci- 
dent, he said, a few years after 
getting out of prison, he saw 
what he thought was Staley’s 
ghost sitting near him on a 
Greyhound bus.

Livingston's mother, Margaret 
,. Livingston, who told him to turn 
• himself in, remains his constant 
.defender:: 

“He. never touched that old' 
lady,” she said! “He worshipped', 
old people. ... He- was raised to' 
love old people. ... 

“(Rossi) was a rotten person. 
They should have hung him for 
what he did to that lady. ... But 
they’re not going to put rape on 
my son." 

Bart Livingston is a hard work- 
er, who strives to provide for his 
three children. The problem Is 
that ever since the attack, he has - 
been a marked man, she said. 

“If you’re a Livingston, you’re 
a no-good son of a gun," 
Margaret Livingston said. “I’m 
tired of all my sons being picked 
on." 

After leaving prison, Bart 
Livingston spent 10 years in 
Indiana, and he never had any 
problems with the law, but as soon 
as he returned to Twin Falls he

“Not one day hos gone by 
since that horrible night that we 
don’t think about our beloved 
grandmother, mother, sister and 
friend,” she wrote. “Our families 
have not recovered from this 
brutal attack.”

Housing of juveniles strains Lincoln County’s budget 


By Karma M. Fitzgerald 


SHOSHONE - With eight months still 
left in the budget year, Lincoln County has 
already overspent its meager juvenile 
detention budget. 

Young offenders have run up a lodging 
bill of more than $17,000 since October. 
The annual detention budget is just 
$ 10 , 000 . 

“This is the first time I’ve gone over my 
budget,” Juvenile Probation Officer Bev 
Ashton said. “We have had more serious 
crimes committed which require intensive 
interventions." 


Ashton said three local juveniles were 
involved in'a felony auto theft. Burglary 
and theft crime sprees in the past year 
have also involved multiple juvenile 
offenders. 

“Serious crimes such os these most often 
leave no alternative but to place young 
offenders in a Iocked-down facility such as 
detention," Ashton said. 

Lincoln County pays $125 a day to board 
each offender in Twin Falls or Burley. One 
juvenile was held for two months, costing 
the county $7,500. 

County Cierk Tammy Sant said officials 
are looking for money in other parts of the 
budget to cover the shortfall. 


Ashton said the budget has been 
$10,000 since 1995. Holding down costs 
can be hard, since she doesn’t control how 
many juveniles are arrested. 

Before a juvenile is put in detention, 
Ashton and other officials look at risk fac- 
tors including community safety, the 
potential to reoffend, the possibility of 
self-injury, risk of flight and parents’ abili- 
ty to supervise the youngster. 

Lincoln County’s problem is not unique. 
Several of Idaho’s smaller counties are in 
the same straits, according to area proba- 
tion officers. Reasons include crime sprees, 
courtroom scheduling problems and the 
added costs of housing convicted offenders 


until they ran be hauled to state lockups. 

Sam said the last of Llncon County's 
more serious cases are almost through the 
system, so costs should level off. 
Meanwhile, Lincoln County officials and 
judges are cooperating to keep detention 
costs down. 

“We’ve discussed our concerns over the 
expenses," Sant said. “We’re going to 
attempt to keep things as low as they can 
be where nobody’s in detention longer 
than they absolutely need to be."

better with a joint force too.” 


How does It work? 

There is one patrol division, 
one detective division and one 
dispatch division, working 
together. Eliminating bureau-. , 
cracy improves communica- 
tion, and is cheapch for city 
and county taxpayers, Higens I 
said. 

When does It fall? 

The city of Jerome proposed 
consolidating its detective force 
with ;jerome'Couiity sheriff's 
detectives. Discussions were 
held in November 1997. 

The plans fell by the wayside, 
most, likely for political reasons. 

A lot of people in different posi- 
tions would have to give up 
authority, and the plan was 
unpopular, Jerome Police Chief . 
Bill Reid said. 

In Jerome, consolidation 
would not necessarily be cheap- 
er for the dty or the county, but ' 
would help the departments run 
. more efficiently. Communica- < 
don is good now, though consoli- j 
dation could improve it, Reid j 
said. 

Who decides 
on a merger? 

“It should be up to the citizens 
to decide what they want done in 
their city and county,” Reid said.

; MERIDIAN (AP) — The threat 
of losing a license is not keeping 
restaurant grease haulers from 
. ; ' flushing thousands of gallons into 
; the dry's sewer system, causing 
' badcecTup drains and costing the 
public thousands of dollars. 

Officials always hare had prob- 
; lems with grease disposal, but the 
city's growth has made it woyse. 

Celeste Vialet of the Meridian 
Wastewater Department suspects 
many of the dumpers find a man- 
bole in an isolated place and pour 
the pease in. 

"There are a lot of subdivisions 
- with streets aad sewers, but no 
bones, and there are a lot of busi- 
ness areas that are vacant at 
ni g ht ," Vialet said. 

Meridian requires restaurants 
to hare a thousand-gallon grease 
trap betwe en their kitchen and 
the sewer. Grease floats to the 
top, food particles sink to the bot- 
tom, and water passes through. 

The traps must be cleaned, 
sometimes as often as once every 
two months, depending on the 
restaurant. The dty sends inspec- 
tors out to make sure they are 
being deaned. 

A truck sucks the grease and • 


. sediment out of the trap and is 
supposdi to take the waste to one 
of two landfills that are autho- 
rized to accept it. Those are in 
Payette and Burley. 

The landfills charge 17 cents a 
gallon to accept grease. That 
comes out to nearly S200 for a 
truckload, said Butch Burnette 
with Roto-Rooter, which hauls 
grease in Meridian. 

Instead of taking the grease to 
landfills, some haulers are finding 
a manhole in a remote location. 
Some also may be cleaning the 
trap, then tricking the hose into | 
the dty sewer line at the same 
location and emptying the tank, 
which makes it harder to catch. I 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — The 
Salt Lake Rape Recovery Center., 
says sexual assaults in the Salt .

Worse, the FBI estimates vic- 
tims report only one in 10 sexual 
assaults. But Salt Lake police SgL 
Don Bell, a 27-year veteran,, said 
he believes Utah’s numbers are 
increasing because more victims , 
are coming forward. 

“These things have always 


been, there, but with education 
we are seeing more reporting," 
said Bell; the department's super-' 
visor of sex crimes enforcement. 
“Once we started actually talking 
about these $ubjects,'we started 
hearing about it from victims." 

Bell also rioted a surge in the 
reporting of sexual assaults when 
there is media coverage of a high- 
profile case.-

— we see more victims come for- 
ward," he said.

ATLANTA (AP) - Ainn Weiss 
insists he was a Dirty Bird when 
the Dirty Birds weren't cool.

He got a trademark from the 
state and stoned selling T-shirts 
with the slogan on the back in 
1995, when the Falcons were 
riot-so-lovable losers. 

Not surprisingly, the shifts 
' were only a modest success. 

. However, now that the 
Falcons have popularized. the 
dance during their improbable 
march to the Super Bowl, half of 
Atlanta seems to be wearing 
Dirty Bird apparel. 

And the NFL has told Weiss to 
bury his Dirty Bird merchan- 
dise.. 

The league claims it owns the 
trademark. 

“Our view is that as soon as a 
slogan is created that is associat- 
ed with the team, it is our prop- 
erty," says Gary. Gertzog, senior 
vice-president of business 
affairs and general counsel for 
the NFL. 

Weiss’s merchandise is avail- 
able in more than 800 Atlanta 
locations, arid he sold almost 
$600,000 in Dirty Bird products. 

Now, however, Weiss’ manu- 
facturers have stopped making 
the Dirty Bird T-shirts because 
they are afraid of legal action by 
' the NFL, so Weiss is considering 
a lawsuit. 

“Fm going to try to defend my 
mark," Weiss says.

“Medicare* HMO” several years 
ago based on promises of better 
care-, more benefits, and lower 
cost. In the process, we 
dropped our Medicare

at all, outside of the fact that 
his parents think he might 
have a problem. . 

If he hasn’t already, 
Robbie will eventually pick 
up on your anxiety, which 
will cause him to feel self- 
conscious about something 
that is really quite innocent. 
(In this regard, I approve of 
your decision to leave Robbie 
out of the appointment with 
the therapist.) Which is why 
it’s so important that you stop 
worrying and enjoy parent- 
hood.

You can, however, make 
him feel as if there’s some- , 
thing wrong with who he is, ’ 
in which case Robbie may 
never become the person 
God intended for him so 
become.

Pearls are like people. They 
may be cultured, or not. They 
may be various shades of black, 
gray, white, ivory or pink. They 
may be fake. They may be real. 
They may be jewels or trash, 
beauties or beasts. 

And, Ilk e people, they've left 
their mark on the world in some 
unusual ways,- lending their name 
to people, songs, book titles, apho 
, risms and places •— including the 
most infamous pearl of them all, 
the Hawaiian harbor that provid- 
ed the stage for one of the dork- 
' est days in U.S. history. 

Where do real pearls come 
from? No, not from Tiffany’s. 
Pearls start out as a grain of sand 
or some other tcensy particle of 
stuff that gets inside some lucky 
oyster’s shell. Since bivalves don’t 
have hands, they can't remove 
the irritant, so it just sits inside 
the shell for years. The oyster 
does, however, cover the panicle 
with many thin layers of a sub- 
stance called nacre (pronounced 
NAY-kur). Eventually, this pro- 
duces a smooth pearl that shares .

The contemporary 
idea is to give the bride-to-be a 
pound of something with a tool it 
can be used with — for example, 
a pound of semolina flour with a 
pasta maker, a pound of mixed 
nuts with a nutcracker and a 
dish, or a pound of note paper 
and a set of pens. 

The gift is always accompanied 
by a short, fun-filled verse that 
explains how the gift is to be used 
(“Think pasta-tively and have a 
happy marriage “) 

• Home-from-the-honcymoon 
shower. Given as a surprise party 
immediately after the honey- 
moon, it's appeal is a home- 
cooked meal and a chance to 
greet friends and family. The cou- 
ple- brings their wedding photo 
proofs, the bride’s parents bring 
their kid pictures, friends bring 
snapshot albums and high school 
yearbooks. 

Blum and Kaiser offer two 
more contemporary ideas: 

* Interactive shower. Pue 
together balanced, cp-ed teams 
for a volleyball, softball or touch ' 
football game. Or have a modem 
bam-raising by chipping In for 
some funky furniture for the cou- 
ple — a couple of end tables, a 
coffee table for example — and 
spend an afternoon sanding, 
staining and stencilling as a col- 
lective gift. Accompany with fin- 
ger foods, beer and wine. 

• Progressive dinner shower. 
The host borrows — or rents — a 
mini-van to take everyone to a 
different restaurant for each ' 
course. Gifts are sent ahead of 
time to the last stop, where they 
are opened.. 

“Invitations should go only to 
people who are invited to the 
wedding." Blum and Kaiser say.

“The exception is when people 
from your work, school, club or 
other part of your life throw a 
shower. In these cases, the groom 
may also be the guest of honor. In 
fact, many women who boycott 
girls-only showers are happy to 
attend co-ed ones." 

Gifts given at showers are sup- 
posed to be practical and domes- 
tic — kitchen utensils, Hrtrrx and 
the like — but contemporary 
showers downplay the materialis- 
tic aspects. Presents can be c a rds 
or handmade trinkets; it’s the 
gesture that counts. 

And some brides opt for a no- 
gift option: the prenuptial party. 

“These frankly female parties 
are usually more formal than 
many of the showers, and invita- 
tions are sent only to relatives 
and friends" Hopkins says. 
“Since they are given just before 
the wedding, careful scheduling 
is necessary to avoid conflict with 
other pre -w e dding festivities." 

Teas, luncheons and brunches 
are popular formats for oo-gifis 
pre-nup parties, with some inter- 
esting variations. 

One is called a spinster dinner 
— sort of a dry, well-behaved 
bachelorene bdxh. 

"Two or three nights before the 
wedding, get the bride's wedding 
attendants and other close 
friends together for .a last 
gabfest," Hopkins writes. "Serve 
a buffet dinner with a light 
dessert, then dear the table for 1 
action and let the guests all pitch 
in to wrap the groom’s cake for 
the wedding reception. This ■ 
chore goes quickly when every- ! 
one helps and c o nver sa tion can I 
flow uninterrupted as the pack- 1 
ag»t of mount." 

If you're the guest of honor at a i 

bridal shower, there are a few I 


surprise party, tell your maid or 
matron of honor. It’s your party. 

• If *he asks, provide your host- 
ess with a typed guest list with 

- correct names, addresses and 
phone numbers. And if you’re 
going to be "showered" more 
than ooce; cross-check the lists so 
the same people are not invited 
and consequently overburned 
with buying too many gifts. 

• Limit that list to dose friends 
and relatives that you really want 
to be around. There’s nobody 
more miserable than a cousin 
whom you haven’t seen in 15 
y e ars who feels obligated to buy 
a gift and sit through a wedding 
shower with a bunch of strangers. 

• If you’re u ncomf ortable with 
the idea of gifts, say so. There’s 
no law that says a shower can’t be 
turned into a no-gifts pre-nup 
party. 

• If you receive presents, write 
your thank-you notes before the 
wedding — don’t lump it in with 
your thank-yous for your wedding 
gifts. 

• Be gracious and apprecia-

Since a postponement is not 
a cancellation, only a delay, the, 
gifts need not be returned. 
However, if the postponement is

expectation that the wedding will 
ever take place, the gifts should 
be returned.

TWIN FALLS ,-L Most people 
who fail ar marriage ihe lira time 
try, cry again. 

And with the national divorce 
rate near SO percent, that’s an 
awful lot of perseverance. 

“(Couples wh6 remarry) have 
already accumulated many of the 
puzzle pieces of life," says 
Marjorie Engle, author of 
“Weddings for Complicated 
Families" (Mr. Ivy Press, $24.35.) 
“You may wish you could ignore 
. the past- but the past never stays 
pur where you might think it 
belongs.” 

More than 600,000 Americans 
got married again in 1996, ihe 
last year for which statistics are 
available, and the trend toward 
retread romance is accelerating 
along with the median age of the 
population. 

At least half of all remarriages 
.involved both a' man and a 
woman who have been divorced 
from their previous mates, 
according to George W. Knight, 
author of “The Second Marriage 
Guidebook" (JM Publications, 
$9.95). They’re older, wiser, prob- 
ably wealthier and have some 
practical experience in handling 
relationships. 

Trouble is, there’s not much 
difference in the divorce rate of 
first and second marriages. That’s . 
largely because — good inten- 
tion s aside — there are complies- 
. tions. v . • ">•" * 

“Two divorced people ore more 
' likely to have children from each 
of their previous unions,” Knight 
said. *Tf each has custody of their . 
children, this could cause over- 
crowding of their household, as 
well as extra financial burden. 
Even if they don’t have all their 
children together under the same 
roof, the husband may be making 
child-support payments to his ex- 
wife" 

“Couples tell me that they 
were unprepared for the com- 
plexities of remarried life,” Engel 
writes. “There are brand new 
issues to think about this time. 

. Formerly married people devel- 
op ideas about marriage that are 
. based on first-time experiences.” . 


So how to plan a wedding in 
that kind of minefield? — 

“If you are one of those people 
-who speak of sour first wedding 
as if it were a dream directed by 
your parents, now’s your.chnnce 
to create a ceremony and" recep- 
tion that is truly yours,” write 
Marcy Blum and Laura Fisher 
Kaiser in “Weddings for 
Dummies” (IDS Books, $19.99). 
“That may mean you approach' 
the altar in full wedding regalia 
— lace, tulle, white tie, tails — or 
skip the traditional wedding 
hoopla in favor of on understand 
luncheon. Do what Is meanful for 
you." 

Storting with the kids. 

“When parents announce that 
they plan to remarry, many chil- 
dren say it feels more like losing 
one parent instead of gaining 
another one,” Engel says. 

So do more' than make them 
pan of the process; make them 
■ integral to it. 

'.“It is not essential that children 
' of divorce give their consent 
(they probably won’t)," says Nat 
Segalhoff, author of “The 
Everything Etiquette Book,” 
(Adams Media, $12). “But com- 
passion should be used.” 

And don’t let the stresses of 
blending families destroy your 
new marriage. 

“Stepparents are not replace- 
ments, they are additions and go 
into an entirely new slot," Engel 
says. “Stepparents are often a 
bonus. Most kids wouldn’t dream 
of turning down an applicant for 
that position." . 

For the wedding ceremony, 
think simple but elegant; Knight 
counsels. 

“You’re older, wiser, probably 
more financially secure, more set- 
tled and presumably with more 
refined tastes than you were the 
first time you got married,” he 
. wrote. “Let your second wedding 
reflect, the new reality of your 
lifestyle." 

But lose the long white dress, 
he suggests. 

“Many second-time brides opt 
for less elaborate white dresses,” 
he says. “If you do opt for white, 
though, tone it down t wfth a dash 
of color — In a purse or jacket, 
for example.” 


in Ideas, lips fondle second time around 


Following arcs some ideas, tips 
and etiquette for a second mar- 
riage: 

Attire 

Brides: Be yourself. Let your 
personality shine through. 
Traditional garb is probably what 
you wore when you married 
someone else — this time go for 
what you like. 

This also means that if you 
always wanted to wear the big 
white dress, but for some reason 
didn’t get to the first time 
around, do it now. 

Grooms Take that money you 
would have Used on a tux and . 
buy an Armani suit (or something 
else that makes you feel suave.)

Invitations 

. The invitation is meant to convey the 
• {necessary filets about your upcoming cer- 
lemony and the celebration following. As 
", such, it’s the most stylized part of the 
^wedding ritual and the subject of endless 
controversy. 

In a formal sense, the invitation is an 
announcement by your parents and your 
spouse-to-be’s pnrents that you’re getting 
married, even if the folks have nothing to 
•do with planning or paying for the wed- 
ding. An invitation is not the same thing 
jas an announcement; one is a summons, 
the other is news. 

: Invitations are very formal in form 
rand content, although their design 
{allows for considerable variation. It 
always includes on RSVP — respondez si 7 
. iiwus plait, in French — which asks the 
'invitee whether or not he or she will be 
' ,there. 

, They go In the mail no sooner than 
jeight weeks and no later than six weeks 
[before the wedding. That’s a fairly rigid 
{rime schedule, so make sure you order 
- {them at least three months in advance. 

, An invitation to the wedding doesn’t 
[mean you’re necessarily invited to all the 
rather nuptial-related events. Some 
(require separate invitations. 

.The photographer 

Any Bozo can open a shutter at a 


reception; photography — and its mod- 
em cousin, videography — is an an form. 

As such, take your rime and do your 
homework when you’re hiring a photog- 
rapher. Tell him or her very specifically 
what kinds of pictures you want. 
Formal? Informal? Candid? Do you want 
him or her to show up at the rehearsal 
dinner? The bachelor party? The bridal 
shower? . . 

And understand what you're buying. 
Photographers generally work on a fiat- 
fee, no- frills basis, which involves paying 
him or her for their time, film and 
- expenses. Ortbey charge you a fiat fee,- • 
including the cost of albums — usually , 
one large and two smaller books. 

Alternatively, they may work by an 
hourly fee or a flat fee and include con- 
tact sheets and proofs in the price. Under ' 
this arrangement, you usually contract 
for a specific number of hours and pay 
extra for overtime. 

• It’s important to know whether your' 
photographer will charge you for crop- 
ping and retouching photos, what the fee 
is for additional prints, and whether he 
or she retains ownership of the proofs — 
which means that you must return them 
to the photographer after you choose the 
images you want. 

For that reason. It's hard to overem- 
phasize the importance to starring to 
look for a photographer early in the 
process — no later than nine months 
before the wedding. He or she will need 



to have some brainstorming sessions with 
you and your intended, and scout out the 
site of the wedding. 

The best source for finding photogra- 
phers is recently married couples. They 
can also give you a critical opinion on 
how the shooter did- 

The music 

, Only your checkbook is the limit. The 
range of options extends from a CD 
boom box to a deejay to a full-blown 
band. 

. Start by deciding how much you can 
afford to spend, where your wedding and 
reception are going to be held, and how 
many guests are invited ; 

And remember, you’re buying two 
kinds of music. 

The first, for. the ceremony itself, is 
solemn and meaningful. The second, for 
the reception, is fun. ' 

u Music controls the timing of the 
reception," says Carroll Stoner, author of 
"Weddings for Grown-ups” (Chronicle 
Books, $14.95). "More than any other 
component, music sets the emotional 
tone and the energy level for both the 
ceremony and the celebration. Whether 
you envision an intimate, elegant occa- 
sion or one where guests dance the night 
away, the style of music and type of 
musicians are key to how your wedding 
works.”

music for wedding ceremonies already 
know the couple — they attend the same 
church, qr they’re acquainted with the 
parents, or they’ve performed at other 
weddings that either the couple or their 
families have attended 

So if you're in the market for a wed- 
ding singer or an organ player, listen tq 
word-of-mouth. In small communities 
especially, these musicians tend to be 
well known. 

But if you're looking for a band or a 
deejay, start with hotels, nightclubs, wed- 
ding chapels and the newspaper — musi- 
cians who play wedding receptions often 
advertise that fact 

Don’t be shy about asking for an audi- 
tion, and once you’ve chosen your musi- 
cians, settle on a price for services. Mom 
perform for a flat fee, but a few charge 
by the hour. 

Food and drink 

There are vast differences in the types 
of catering available for weddings — :• 

. many couples’ families cater the events 
themselves — so again you must, early in 
the process, decide what you can afford, 
where the reception will be held and bow 
many guests will be there. 

Decide too, whether you’re going to 
serve alcohol and in what form (it’s 1 
banned from many church buildings). 

W all the elements of a wedding, the 
cost range is greatest for food — there’s 


literally thousands of dollars’ difference 
between a sit-down dinner and hors 
d*ouevres. 

If you’re doing the full-blown feast, 
considering eliciting volunteer help — 
from relatives or members of your 
i iii n h — in coolong and serving. 

The cake 

Unless Aunt Martha is a wortddasss 
pastry chef and has offered to bake her 
award-winning gateau die marriage for 
your wedding, you need to rev up your

Finding a baker is like finding a caterer 
— talk to folks who work weddings with 
them, including florists and photogra- 
phers. 

But choose carefully — changing a 
duee-dered cake on no notice is a little 
tougher than rearranging the flowers. Be

, • Ask the host or hostess of the

those folks blanch, perhaps you 
should suggest an alternative 
form of merry-making,

/ ned, babies do not belong at wed- 
ding ceremonies. 

' ■ Don’t turn guests Into pho- 
tographers. If you want shots 
besides those your photographer 
tpkes, ask guests who actually 
know how to take pictures to do 
so and send you the developed 
film later, and your expense. 

• Invited guests should arrive 
at a wedding 15 to 20 minutes 


early. Once there, they must wait 
until they are seated by an usher. 
Guests should not seat them- 
selves. 

■ Never bad-mouth somebody 
else’s wedding if you're planning 
one of your own. Reserve unfa- 
vorable comparisons for private 
discussions with your fiance, your 
best friend and tight-lipped rela- 
tives. 

• Weddings occasionally are 
canceled; more often they’re 
postponed. If it’s called off after 
the invitations are sent, then fol- 
low-up notes must be sent to the 
guests informing them of the 
change. No further information 
need be provided. 

If gifts have already been 
received, they must be returned 
immediately. Guests who bpugfai 
non-ref undable airline tickets or 
bridesmaids who spent money on 
gowps should be reimbursed. 

If the wedding is rescheduled, 
all of the original guests are nod- • 
fled of the new date with an 
added note referring to the for-, 
mer date so there is no confusion. 

• Every family has disagree- 
ments; some petty, some cata- 
clysmic. None belong at a wed- 
ding. Keep your mouth shut and 
your best smile in place. 

• If your prospective spouse 
loves to regale the crowd with 
“hilarious" anecdotes about your 
parents, nip this habit in the bud. 
Such jokes almost always engen- 
der hostility. 

• The groom picks up the nav- 
el and lodging costs of his out-of- 
town groomsmen if they cant pay 


themselves; same for the bride 
with the bridesmaids. That said, 
the bride or groom may make 
reservations on behalf of out-of- 
town guests at local hotels, but 
the guests are expected to pay 
their own expenses. 

• While guests of one religious 
denomination invited to attend a 
wedding of another denomina- 
tion must respect the beliefs of 
their host, they are not expected 
to participate in them. 

• The bride — not the groom, 
not his parents, not the bride’s 
parents — has first call on the 
location of her wedding. 

• If the bride is pregnant or 
has del i vered a child out of we<£ 
lock, die bride's parents — not 
the bride — should send our the 
wedding a n n o u ncem ents. White 
wedding gowns are not appropri- 
ate, but nory is OK. 

• The bride and groom always 
sit at the bead table at a formal 
reception. The parents sit at

• Beepers and cell phones are 
our of place at a wedding ceremo- 
ny. 

• Thank-you notes are not 
phoned, published, faxed, e- 
mailed or left on an answering 
machine. They are written, by 
hand, on s ta tio n ery, and include 
t h a n ks, a notation of how much 
the bride and groom appreciate 


the specific gift, and how happy 
they were to see the guests at the 
wedding, or how much they 
missed seeing the guest who 
could not attend. 

• Once the bride has chosen .. 
• the ring, she doesn’t get to see It 

until the groom puts it on her fin- 
ger during the wedding ceremo- 
ny. 

• The notation "RSVP" on a 
wedding announcement means 
the couple expea a prompt reply. / 
And once you commit to be a 
guest, you're obligated to attend 
the ceremony. 

• Inviting the child of your 
spouse to rake an important pan 
in the wedding — say, best man 
— is a nice gesture v .but make . 
sure it’s appropriate. It may leave 
a child feeling guilty about the 
other parent. But find kids in a 
newly blended family some mean-, 
ingful role in the wedding; 
a ti ending as guests may alienate 
them from the new family you 
are forming. 

• The fact that it’s your sec- 
ond, third or fourth wedding 
doesn’t mean you’re not entitled 
to the full regalia. It may bq as 
formal or informal os the couple 


chart, oi- some other “plum" 
assignment may seem like you’re 
attempting to come up with 
something to keep them from 
feeling left out. 

• It's unacceptable for a guest 
at a wedding reception — or a 
member of the wedding party — 
to drink so much that he or she Is 
out of control or disruptive. 
Ribald behavior and two-fisted 
elbow-bending belong at the 
bachelor party. 

■ The couple should decide 
when the first alcoholic beverage 
is served, if it’s served at all. That 


can be before the ceremony, if. 
they choose. 

• If you're providing for toast- 
ing at a wedding reception, non- 
alcoholic substitute beverages 
should be provide for guests who 
don’t drink. 

• It’s up.to the couple — and 
not the families of the couple — 
to set the sire of the guest list, 
and to decide who to invite — 
and who not to invite.

dissolves friendships, plagues 
marriages and has cost stragglers 
fortunes. And getting over it isn’t 
simply a matter of wearing n 
vyatch, researchers say. 

. ; “It's not (a matter of) time 
management," insists Dr. Joseph 
Ferrari, a sodal-personality psy- 
chologist at DePaul University in 
- Chicago. “To tell (persistently 
tardy people) to just do it, is like 
saying to o clinically depressed 
person to just cheer up." 

'Ferrari, a leading researcher of 
procrastination, believes late 
people and procrastinators are, 

’ more often than not, one in the 
shine. His studies have shown 
. that 20 percent of the populodon 
^ . -consider themselves chronic pro- 
oastinators. Ferrari places them 
in rwo categories: arousal and 
. < avoiding. 

; Arousal procrastinators seek 

■ the thrill of rushing around at the 
last minute. Avoiders fear the 
task ahead qf them. And we cod- 
dle both kinds, he believes. 

• “If you tiiink about it, our cul- 
ture encourages people to be pro- 
crastinators,” says Ferrari. “We 
let you fax it, Fed Ex it. E-mail it. 

We let people get away with it. 
Instead of being flexible, we’ve 
become spineless." 

Denu Lewis grew up in a 
household where, when lunch 
was colled for noon, family mem- 
bers wandered in anywhere 
between noon and 1 p.m. Today, 
she finds it impossible to be on 
time for almost anything, includ- 
ing work. 

■ “I’m supposed to be here at 
8:30 a.m.,” says Lewis, public 
relations manager at the Fort 
Worth Zoo. "The saddest thing is 
I get up at 6 in the morning, and 
I’m still late. The more time 1 
have, the more I piddle." 

(Note to Lewis’ boss: She 
swears she compensates by stay- 
ing late at the office.) 

Growing up, Lewis’ friends 
took it in stride. Everyone knew 
she’d be late. ‘Td love to change, 
because I know it drives people 
around me crazy," she says. “My 
poor husband ..." 

.Spouses suffer their loved 
ones’ belatcdness perhaps more 
acutely than anyone else. 

“Of all the little pet peeves 
that all married couples have, 
this is his biggest pet peeve with 
me,” says Kelli Horst of her hus- 
band, Scott. "I can guarantee 
you, if it’s something personal. Til

ing me up at 8, 1 wouldn't start 
gening ready until 7:30,’* 
Carstensen says. 

“I’m always trying to do 35 
. things, and there’s usually only 
time to do 33," concedes Kramer, - , 
a magazine editor in Owy “I 
always assume there's going to 
be just a little bit more time.” > 
Kramer fits perfectly into Dr.' 
Bill Knaus' definition of a “late- 
ness procrastinator." 

“Almost as a group, they 
underestimate the amount of 
time it’s going to take to get to 
where they need to go," notes 
Knaus, psychologist and author 
of “Do It Now; Beat the 
Procrastination Habit," originally 
published in 1979 and revised 
most recently in 1998. “They 
start putting on their makeup 
about the same time they need to 
leave. And they’re already think- 
ing about what their excuse is 


going to be.” 
Those excus- 
es are often 
“remarkably 
creative," 
Knaus says. 
“They typically 
swear they’ll 
do better next 
time, but the 
next time 
comes, and 
they repeat the 
whole thing." 

Janie Spicer

chat," says husband Vernon.

Habitually late people don’t 
just threaten their relationships 
with others, they chip away at 
their own self-esteem, says Linda . 
Sapadin, a Long Island, N.Y., psy- 
chologist and author of “It’s 
About Timel The Six Styles of - 
Procrastination and How to 
Overcome Them.” . 

It tends to affect your sense of 
being in charge of your own life," 
says Sapadin, who acknowledges 
that, for some people, time is a 
difficult concept to grasp.

Wilhelm says scanning your 
photos into a digital format is 
fine, but don't use digital as the 
permanent archive.

“Using the electronic image a* 
your permanent image at this

"The best insurance of having

In theory, at least, few in 
modem life are as uocompfcated 
as traditional matrimony. A 
devoted couple take a row to 
lore, honor and comfort; and 
then after champagne toast* and 
a toss of the bride's bouquet,' they 
' bead off for a lifetime of compan- 
ionate love and marital fidelity. 

But theory and reality don't 
always jibe, and so it's no sur- 
prise that old-fashioned matrimo- 
ny has its critics, observers who 
say that the institution of mar- 
riage is so archaic and unwork- 
able that it's time to throw out 
the whole thing. 

Nancy Saunders, a psychologist 
who has a family practice in the 
Philadelphia area, sees tradition- 
al marriage, with its admonish- 
. menu against sexual infidelity 
and its vague evocations of honor 
and affection, as a failing 
anachronism incapable of bind- 
ing couples in a lifetime of love 
and equality. 

“Society can no longer support 
what we think of as marriage," 
says Saunders. “When marriages 
come crashing to an end, as SO 
percent of them do, there 1$ a 
sense that the couple failed. 
That’s not really true." 

Saunders, who is divorced, says 
it’s unrealistic to expect couples 
to balance contemporary work 
demands and heightened desires 
for personal happiness against a 
lifelong marital mandatcto be 
faithful lovers, diligent parents

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husbands, or 30 years ago. when 
getting home on time for dinner 
was a daily priority. Saunders 
suggests. Now, she says, the tradi- 
tional requirement that couples 
remain together “in sickness and 
in health _ as long as you both 
shall live." often masks long 
years of bitter unhappiness. 

Saunders believes that long- 
term committed relationships are 
still the best hope for the care 
and support of children. But she 
favors doing away with tradition- 
al matrimony. Instead, she sug- 
gests individualized marriage 
contracts that would allow cou- 
ples to custom-design their rela- 
tionships with the full support 
and recognition of the state.

Encryption ability of PCs could stymie law enforcement

In a society where compro- 
mise is a pillar of government, 
it feels almost un-American to 
admit that some issues defy 
any middle ground. It feels 
even worse when there are 
only two alternatives, and both 
offer unpleasant consequences. 

This is the reality of encryp- 
tion, the scrambling of data to 
keep it away from prying eyes. 
Yet at a time when it’s essen- 
tial to hold an honest debate 
about a difficult decision, 
encryption policy drifts in a 
Twilight Zone, where both 
sides tend to avoid acknowl- 
edging some hard truths. 

Security in the Digital Age is 
at the heart of the matter. Both

sides are talking about your 
security, but their perspectives 
could hardly be more diver- 
gent. 

Law enforcement and nation- 
al security- people say the ubiq- 
uitous use of unbreakable 
encryption will harm national 
security. But if this kind of 
encryption is prohibited, a 
direction in which govern- 
ments are moving, the security- 
of individuals’ most private and 
sensitive information will be at 
risk to criminals and oppres- 
sive governments. 

Both sides are right. - 

Experts on encryption and 
its uses are gathering in San 


Jose, Calif., this week for the 
annual RSA Data Security 
Conference. For the most part, 
speakers and participants have 
already come down on the side 
that makes the most practical 
sense, as well as being the only 
one that maintains personal lib- 
erties: unrestricted use of 
strong encryption. But malting 
this choice means understand- 
ing the other side. 

Strong encryption once was 
the sole province of the state. 
Today. low-end personal com- 
puters are powerful enough to 
scramble data so thoroughly 
that all the supercomputers in 
the world would have to work 
for billions of years to decipher 
a single message. 

It's easy to see why that wor- 
ries police and national securi- 


ty agencies. Slowly but surely 
during the next few years, 
they’re going to lose one of the 
tools on which they've relied 
for decades: the ability to tap 
into the communications of 
criminals. 

Oh, law enforcement people 
will still be able to intercept 
the bits of information flowing 
back and forth. But they won’t 
be able to decipher any of it. 

From law enforcement’s per- 
spective, this is an invitation to 
evil. When criminals can com- 
municate securely, catching 
criminals will be more difficult. 

Someday, terrorists will use 
unbreakable encryption to con- 
ceal, the evidence of their plot- 
ting That is certain. But should 
we giro up our most fundamen- 
tal liberties to prevent this? 


Slowly but surely during the 
next few years, more and more 
of our daily doings will take 
place in digital form, on com- 
puters and online. We will 
need a tool that keeps our busi- 
ness dealings, finances, med- 
ical records and other informa- 
tion safe from criminals and 
those who would wrongly pry 
into our personal affairs. 

Strong encryption is that 
rooL Without it, we will be vul- 
nerable to new kinds of crimes 
and gross invasions of privacy 
by malevolent people and busi- 
nesses. Without strong encryp- 
tion, moreover, governments 
will have unprecedented power 
to spy on citizens, to create 
police states the iikes of which 
George Orwell could barely

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Clinton’s plan For Social Se curi ty 
doesn’t thrill index fund guru 


Fund founder says 
returns may not 
be any better

There’s still a lot of uncertainty 
about President Clinton’s propos- 
al to invest Social Security 
money in the stock mnrket, but 
one thing is quite clenr: If it’s 
going to happen at nil, it will be 
through something like an index 
fund. 

For that, we can thank Jack 
Bogle. 

Bogle, as we know, is to index 
investing what Edison was to elec- 
tricity; He didn’t invent it, he just 
harnessed it for everyday use, 
turning o laboratory experiment 
Into a vital port of modem life. 

Bogle started the nation’s first 
index-based mutual fund in 1975, 
making it a centerpiece of his 
then-fledgling Vanguard Group, 
and attracting not a few sneers 
and snickers from the rest of the 
mutual-fund industry. Today, 
Vanguard’s Index 500 fund is 
worth some $74 billion and has 
become the benchmark against 
which hundreds of “active" fund 
managers routinely measure 
themselves — a frustrating exer- 
cise in most coses. 

Indeed, many money managers 
loathe index funds, because they 
take the professional stock-pick- 
er out of the game. Indexers buy 
a basket of stocks chosen simply 
to mirror the overall market, or 
some pan of It The main point is. 


index funds are cheap — because 
they don’t pay professional stock- 
pickers large sums to try and 
- ..beat the market. The index-fund _ 
investor doesn’t want to beat the 
mnrket, but to match it at the 
lowcsLpossible cost. WhiduisuaL.. 
ly ends up better than most of 
those who tiy. 

Bogle is evangelical on tills 
subject, which is why I thought of 
him when ^heard about Clinton’s 
Soda! Security plan. Even those 
who think it’s a lousy idea agree 
that if it’s going to be done, index 
funds are the way to do it. 

The reasons are partly politi- 
cal: Indexing would help shield 
the retirement fund from “politi- 
cally correct" stock-picking (It’s 
not hard to imagine a Jesse 
Helms-Dan Quayle faction seek- 
ing to screen investments on 
"family values” grounds, among 
other scenarios.) 

But just as strong, or even • 
stronger, is the cost. However it 
invests, Social Security has on 
obligation to get us all the most 
for our money. That means cut- 
ting management fees, commis- 
sions and trading costs to the ; 
bone. And index funds are as 
bony as they come. 

1 expected Bogle would say 
something like that when I called 
him the other day. I also expect- 
ed he’d be cool, at best, to the 
idea of the federal government 
sticking its nose into the equity- 
markets tent. 

He surprised me, as usual. 

“The president seems to be 
saying that Social Security 
should invest in the stock mar- 
kets. That's what I think needs to 
be done," Bogie said. But, he cau- 


tioned, “it should not be entrust- 
ed to the mutual fund industry, 
under any circumstances.” 

If thd government puts Social 
"Security where" millions of 
Americans already put their own 
retir emen t nest-eggs.

Continued from FI 
have imagined. 

The problem for low enforce- 
ment is that strong encryption 
exists. It is- used most widely 
where it’s least visible, such ns 
commerce on the World Wide 
Web and in banking transactions. 
Encryption is used less widely 
When it .has to he added on. It is 
easy to obtain, but often difficult 
to use. 

The point is that secure encryp- 
tion is already out there. Police 
agencies know they can’t stop this 
' technology outright. But rather 
than engage in nn honest debate 
with supporters of encryption, 
they and their political allies have 
resorted to rear-guard. actions to 
slow its adoption, with a consider- 
able degree of success so far. 

The principle at work is that -- 
criminals are fundamentally stu- 
pid: As long as we can keep 
encryption from becoming ubiq- 
uitous, criminals will be too stu- 
pid to use it, so we'll be able to 
catch them. 

American companies continue 


to be frustrated by the Clinton 
administration’s general refusal ■ 
■ to let them export hardware and . 
software containing strong" 
encryption, unless the product 
also has a back-way in for low 
enforcement authorities. There 
have been some modest cxccp- , 
tions, but the policy' remains pret- 
ty much intact even though it’s 
slowly being liberalized. 

It’s a foolish policy, not just 
been use smart programmers live 
in other countries that don't have 
these kinds of restrictions on 
commerce. To date, American 
companies have lost some busi- 
ness, and as more people insist on 
buying secure products American 
companies will lose out on more 
sales. 

It’s nlso'a sideshow to the real 
issue: whether strong encryption 
will survive the inevitable chal- 
lenge by law enforcement people 
in coming years. FBI Director 
Louis Freeh and others in his 
field have made no secret of their 
desire to restrict communications 
that they can't intercept and 


understand. Widely used strong 


encryption, by their reckoning/ is 
unacceptable. Although they 


keep insisting that there are no 


tere’s an open bet that they'll try 
sooner rather than later. 

When government officials say 
they merely want to protea their 
current surveillance capabilities, 
they’re telling only part of the 
truth. They can’t maintain the. 
status quo, because technology 
has upset (he status quo. Law 
enforcement can have essentially 
all or nothing in the Digital Age 
— un trammeled access to every- 
thing, with serious risks that 
criminals will gain the same kind 
of access through malevolent 
hacking, or no access at all. 

I vote for unrestricted encryp- 
tion, here and abroad, for more 
than the merely practical reason 
thnt the proverbial genic has long 
since escaped the bottle. I sup- 
port it because I’ve weighed the 
risks on both sides. 

Risk is part of life. It’s intrinsic 
to our economic system.

It-spent about 
25 percent of its revenue to buy . 
and make the ad: 

But, according to founder Pete 
Ellis, revenue jumped so much 
after the ad appeared that they 
returned to advertise during the 

1998 Super Bowl. “We got a pret- 
ty big bong for the buck,” he said. 

Not that every ad works. “Y6u 
bomb out,” said ScgalJ of TWBA- 
Chiat-Day, “and it hurts you.” 

The most recent example: the 
ill-fated 1997 Holiday Inn ad fea- 
turing a transvestite at a class 
reunion. It drew such flak time it 
was never shown again and 
Holiday Inn has not returned to 
the Super Bowl. ’ * 

In fact, the controversy sur- 
rounding Apple’s 1985 “lem- 
mings" ad — viewers thought, the 
sight of businesspeople walking 
off a cliff was too blood-thirsty — 
was one of the reasons the compa- 
ny decided to forego the Super 
Bowl for 14 years.

ers. To change a fare, its $00plus 
participating airlines worldwide 
must send their adjustments via 
telecomm unicarion or fax to the 
ATPCO system.

So when you hear that fares 
change thousands of rimes daily, 
that’s not strictly true. Instead, 
airlines maintain thousands of 
fares concurrently and change 
them up to three times each 
weekday, at 10 un, 3230 pm. 
and 8 p.m., EST. On Saturdays 
and Sundays, there’s a single . 
round of fare changes at 5 pm. 

And then, of course, the game 
begun again, with all the airlines 
as ses si n g their own sales volume 
and their competitors' moves. 
Since most airlines open flight 
bookings about 331 days before 
departure, the selling price of 
each seat could change roughly 
805 rimes before takeoff. 

“We are the vehicle for getting 
the fare into the marketplace,” 
says ATPCO President Michael 
Ferrier. “It’s not going to be sold . 
until it comes through us.” (On 
international flights, prices can 
be changed four rimes, daily, but 
those fines are adjusted-under a 


different set of restrictions.) 

Neither ATPCO nor the federal 
government places any limit on 
the number of fares that can be 
offered on a single flight. 

There are the class distinctions, 
of course — different fares for 
■ first, business and coach, if it’s a 
three-class flight — and then 
there are different fares within 
the same class. 

Unrestricted tickets are the 
costliest seats in coach, almost 
always sold to business travelers. 
Cheaper coach fares go to those 
who buy in advance. Travelers 
pay more if there’s no Saturday 
stay-over (to separate deep-pock- 
eted business travelers from 
price-sensitive kasuretravelers). 

But that's not the end of the 
different fares. Say Airline A 
prices its 100 cheapest coach 
seats at $60 on the midnight 
Burgvilie to Villefaurg flight, then 
discovers that Airline B is adver- 
tising seats on the same route, 
flying about the same rime, for 
S50. Odds are that Airline A will 
drop prices. But Airline A proba- 
bly won't change all its 560 fores 
to $50. Instead it will probably 
mark down 10 or 20 or 30 of ihe 
100 cheapest seats "to 550. and 
leave the rest at $60. Thus, once

And her second idea: Don’t 
load up too much on funds from 
any one "boutique" firm. “Janus 
i is a growth spcrialist. Oakmark 
means absolute value. Such fund 
families are excellent at what 
they do, but it’s questionable 
whether owning three of their 
funds gives you anything you 
won’t get with one.” 

Spreading your money among 
different fund families car) 
make a lot of sense on general- 
diversification grounds. It helps 
ensure that you arc hiring man- 
agers with truly different view- 
points. 

Doing this may increase your 
paperwork burden, but it’s likely 
to be worth the trouble. If you 


. invest through a broker or finan- 
cial firm's fund marketplace, you 
may be able to keep most or all of 
a widely diversified investment 
program in the handy confines of 
just one or.two accounts. 

Also, pay regular attention to 
the investment styles of funds 
you own or are thinking about 
buying. If you buy funds straight 
from the top of die most rece nt 
performaricelists without regard' 
to style or category, chances are 
you are going to own several ver- 
sions of the same thing (which 
may well be as out of favor next 
year as it is popular now). 

In the ideal, if you own half a 
dozen stock funds, some will be 
domestic, but maybe one or two 
will be international; some will 
emphasize big stocks, and others 
small stocks; some will follow a 
growth philosophy, and others a 
value strategy. 

Much better, in most cases, to 
own a little from each style cate- 
gory than to try to figure ouf* 
which type will prosper most in 
the next year or two, and then 
bet accordingly. Funds, after all, 
arc designed to take the “bet- 
ting” out of investing. 

More from Ms. Barbee: 
"Scrutinize sector weightings. If 
two funds from the same catego- 
ry sport similar sector weight- 
ings, they may own many of the 
same stocks.” 

For the truly energetic, Ms. 
Barbee suggests, "Compare the 
stocks in your funds’ portfolios. 
Those who have the rime and the 
inclination can enter all of their 
funds' holdings into a spread- 
sheet and sort by stock name.” 
Morningstar and other fund 
research firms sell software prod- 
ucts that can simplify the job, if 
you prefer putting money rather 
than rime into the project. *
